At the request of the W ar D e­ 
partment, there has been a sligh t 
m odification of mailing restrictions 
on pacakages to go overseas, said 
our postm aster, this week. 


The order reads, "The provisions 
tor the acceptance of small pack­ 
ages not exceeding eight ounces in 
weight as ordinary mail when p re­ 
paid at the first class rate for 
mailing to men of the armed fo rtes 
overseas, w ithout a request for the 
article so sent, is hereby m odified; 
and postm asters are informed that, 
hereafter, this provision w ill not 
apoly to such packages containing 
food stu ffs, including candy.” 
“The necessity for this change,” 
said the postm aster, “was m ade 
necessary by the tremendous v o l­ 
ume of mail to he transported over­ 
seas. 
“This provision is intended to 
allow m ailers to send only e sse n ­ 
tials or very necessary item s in 
such packages. 
"Food stu ffs and candies in or­ 
dinary parcels not exceeding fiv e 
pounds in w eigh t or 15 inches in 
length, or 36 inches in length and 
girth combined, may continue to 
be accepted, subject to the general 
requirements that a request there­ 
fore from the addressee m ust be 
presented a t the time of m ailing.”

tne scar will be completely healed 
before school opens.” 
Im munization against diptheria 
is also highly desirable, Dr. Cox 
believes. 
This 
disease, 
which 
causes serious illness and deaths 
among young children can be p re­ 
vented with toxoid. The child who 
has never been protected should 
be given this safeguard against a 
dreaded disease. 
Even though he 
may have been immunized us a 
baby, doctors and health officers 
usually recommend an additional 
dose of toxoid to strengthen i m ­ 
munity before entrance into school. 
"In addition, 
before you 
send 
your child to school you are u rg e d 
to take him to your fam ily p h y ­ 
sician and dentist for a thorough 
examination,” Dr. Cox adds. “ You 
will want to know th at he is in 
good physical condition and can 
compete with

if the check-up 
reveals any 
weakness or defect 
there will be tim e to build up his 
general health and correct dental 
defects before school opens. D on't 
let your child s ta ll his school life 
with any avoidable handicap.
